In  Senate,  a  bill  supplemental?  to  the  aot  for 
the  better  organization  of  the  military  depuitmont 
waa  referred  to  the  Miliury  Committee,  as  a'so  a 
bill  to  authorize  Siatea  to  advance  the  pay  of 
Volunteera  and  Miliiia  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States.  A  resolution  was  adopted  directuig  the 
Military  Committee  to  inquire  into  the  expediency 
of  authorizing  the  President  to  offer  such  bounty 
for  the  re  enlistoeat  of  such  Volunteers  for  one 
year,  or  a  long*  time  ;  also,  into  the  expediency 
■law  for  three  mouths  Volunteers 
[lent  or  draft.  A  motion  to  take 
1  Cdlliog  for  the  documents  in  the 
i  Fitz  John  Porter  was  briefly  dis- 
cussed, and  filially  disagreed  to  by  a  vote  of  18 
against  22.  Tte  bills  providing  for  the  removal 
W  Indians  frorA  Kansas  and  Minnesota  were  passed. 
A  meaaage  w«  received  from  the  President,  trans- 
mitting tae  r$ort  of  the  Secretary  of  State  and 
tile  documenta  concerning  the  capture  of  British 
vessels  sailing  from  one  port  to  another,  having  on 
board  articles  contraband  of  war.  The  bill  for 
the  indemnification  of  the  President  and  other 
persons  for  suspending  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus 
and  acts  done  in  pursuance  thereof  was  c^ed  up, 
aD4  i^  exciting  debate  ensued. 

^I.  SAULSBORY,  (dem.)  of  Del,  made  a  long 
speech,  and  was  called  to  order  several  times  in 
Uie  course  thereof.  Finally,  when  censuring  the 
course  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  call- 
ing him  an  imbecile  and  calling  him  by  name,  the 
Vice  Preoident  called  him  to  order  and  requested 
him  to  take  his  seat. 

Mr.  Saulsbury  continuing  his  remarks, 

Tte  VICE  PRESIDENT  said  if  the  Senator  did 
not  take  his  seat  bo  should  order  the  Sergeant-at- 
Arms  to  take  him  in  charge. 

Mr.  SAULSBURY— Then  the  voice  of  freedom 
is  not  allowed  in  the  American  Senate. 
'  The  VICE  PRESIDENT— The  Sergeant  at-Aro^ 
will  take  the  Senator  in  custody. 

Mr.  Saulsbury  was  thereupon  taken  out  of  the 
Senate. 

fie  subsequently  re-entered  and  resumed  his 
speech.  He  was  a^ain  called  to  order,  and  ordered 
by  the  chair  to  take  his  seat.  Refusmg  to  do  so 
he  was  again  taken  into  custody  of  the  Sergeant- 
at-arms. 

An  am£ndment  offered  by  Mr.  SHERMAN  was 
adopted  that  any  person  not  in  the  military  or 
naval  service  of  the  United  States  and  not  subject 
to  the  articles  of  war,  who  shall  be  arrested  in  any 
State  or  district  wherein  the  process  of  Cou;;td  is 
not  obstructed,  during  the  rebellioa  for  aiding  the 
rebellion  or  obstructing  the  process  of  any  law  or 
military  order  shall  be  discharged  unless  witMn 
ten  days  charges  are  filed  in  the  Clerk's  office  of 
the  district  where  be  is  arrested,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Judge  to  discharge  such  person  or 
kold  him  to  bail,  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for 
ths  safety  of  the  country. 

The  bill  then  passed — yeas  56,  nays  7. 

In  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate  bill 
providing  for  the  pay  of  certain  persons  over  forty- 
five  years  of  age  who  have  entered  the  army,  was 
considered.  An  amendment  was  offered  increas- 
ing the  pay  of  soldiers  two  dollars  per  month,  and 
giving  those  who  may  be  honorably  discharged  be- 
fore the  expiration  of  their  term  of  service  a  pro- 
portionate amount  of  bounty,  and  Ihe  bill  was 
then  recommitted  to  the  Military  Committee.  Mr. 
STEVENS  offered  a  substitute  for  his  bill  authoriz- 
ing the  employment  of  negroes  as  soldiers,  and 
Mr.  HICKMAN  offered  another  substitute,  au- 
^orizing  the  equipment  of  three  hundred  regi- 
ments of  blacks,  to  serve  for  seven  years  unless 
sooner  discharged.  It  also  proposes  a  line  of 
steamers  for  the  deportation  of  emancipated 
slaves  to  Liberia.  Without  taking  action  on  the 
subject  the  House  adjourned.

How  much  Teedie's  asthma  was  a^^ravatei.1  by  the  ab;>ence  of  his 
father  may  be  inferred  from  some  affectionate  remarks  he  made  thirty- 
seven  years  later  to  Lincoli\  Steftens,  atter  ;;  steeplechase  which  left  the 
reporter  breathless: 

Handsome  dandy  that  he  was,  the  thcMit^ht  i^f  him  now  and 
always  has  been  a  sense  of  comlort.  1  could  breathe,  I  could  sleep, 
when  he  had  me  in  his  arms.  My  father — he  !4<.)t  me  breath,  he  got 
me  lungs,  strength — lite.'" 
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When  Theodore  Senior  finally  came  home,  on  leave  of  absence  from\ 
Washington,  the  garden  behind  28  East  Twentieth  Street  was  lush  with 
summer,  the  children  were  better,  and  his  own  meH>d  had  vastly 
improved.  He  was  able  to  tell  stories  of  rides  with  President  and  Mrs.) 
Lincoln,  who  had  apparently  fallen  victim — as  everybcxiy  did  sooner  or 
later — to  his  charm.  The  First  Lady  even  tcx)k  him  shopping  and  asked 
him  to  choose  bonnets  for  her. " 

The  effect  of  his  lusty  reappearance  in  the  household  was  like  a  tonic 
to  his  women  and  children.  The  latter  especially  worshiped  him  "as 
though  he  were  a  sort  of  benevolent  Norse  g^ni."  *°  During  niorning 
prayers  they  would  compete  for  the  privilege  of  sitting  in  the  "cubby- 
hole"— a  favored  stretch  of  sofa  between  his  b<.Kiy  and  the  mahogany 
ann.  Later  in  the  day,  when  he  was  away  at  work,  they  would  wait  for 
him  on  the  piazza  behind  the  house,  until  his  key  rattled  in  the  latch 
and  he  burst  upon  them,  laden  with  ice  cream  and  peaches.  He  would 
feed  the  fruit  to  them  as  they  lay  spread-eagled  on  the  edge  of  the  piazza, 
allowing  the  juice  to  drip  down  into  the  garden.  Afterward  they  would 
trtxDp  into  his  room  to  look  on  while  he  undressed,  eagerly  watching  his 
pockets  for  the  "treasures" — heavy  male  trinkets  which  he  would 
solemnly  deposit  in  the  box  on  his  dressing-table,  or,  on  occasion, 
present  to  a  lucky  child.*'  This  ritual  would  one  day  be  faithfully 
reproduced  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  before  his  own 
children. 

Despite  the  joy  Theodore  Senior  felt  at  being  at  home  again,  he  lost 
no  time  in  restoring  paternal  discipline.  It  was  during  this  summer  that 
the  naughty  Teedie  felt  for  the  first  time  the  weight  of  his  father's  hand. 
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
